The priest as artist: realism-is definitely ‘in’

ALPINE — Many parishes use litur- 
gical banners inside the church, banners 
which are brought from profession- 
als or made by the parishioners, but at 
Queen of Angels Church it is the pastor, 
Father. Laurence McLaughlin, who 
makes them. 


And what distinguishes the liturgical 
banners at Queen of Angels is that they 
are not cloth, but paintings (acrylic on 
canvas) and the work of a professional 
artist — which Father McLaughlin was 


before he entered the priesthood, and still 


is today. 

A CANADIAN by birth, Father 
McLaughlin came to the United States 
after World War II and service in the 
RCAF. He had a love of painting and of 
airplanes as a child, and nine of his 
paintings are on display in the Aerospace 
Museum in Balboa Park. 


‘*T came to California like everyone else 
in those days, but the priesthood was al- 
ways in the back of my head,’’ he said. 
Father McLaughlin has always had a 
studio where he could paint, including 
one at the seminary and one at every 
parish he’s ever served in. 


Father McLaughlin thinks of himself as 
priest and painter, and says the creative 
outlet of painting and a studio of his own 
are essential to him. ‘‘Without it, it

wouldn’t be me...and that’s the guy who 
became a priest.” 

MOST OF Father McLaughlin’s work 
is in a strongly realistic style. Whether his 
paintings are of landscapes or canvas- 


and-wire airplanes struggling between sky 
and earth, he tries to capture the elements 
of ‘‘freedom and growth’’ he finds 
disappearing all too fast in a world of jet 


airplanes and plastic.

Are U.S. bishops anti-capital? 


Seminary profs ‘ 


ST. PAUL, Minn. (NC) — To hear 
Michael Novak tell it, America’s Catholic 
bishops are riding the wrong train down 
the wrong track. 


The bishops are mistaken in criticizing 
Reagonomics, misguided in  bad- 
mouthing defense spending and 
unforgivably- negligent in failing to 
develop a theology of democratic 
capitalism, says Novak, an author and 
resident scholar of religion and public 
policy at the American Enterprise 
Institute in Washington. 


‘“‘THE AMERICAN Catholic bishops 
who have been too blind to see the miracle 
of this (U.S.) political economy are going 
to pay a heavy price on judgment day,”’ 
Novak said in The Catholic Bulletin of the 
St. Paul-Minneapolis Archdiocese. 


Novak, who taught religion at a 
number of universities and studied to be a 
priest but chose not to be ordained, is the 
Reagan administration’s representative 
to the U.N. Human Rights Commission. 


Although he once considered himself a 
socialist, Novak has become a_ top 
defender of the morality of capitalism. 
His new book, The Spirit of Democratic 
Capitalism, examines the relationships 
between democracy, a free market 
economy and religion. 

HE SAID that systems of democratic 
capitalism too often are criticized as being 
morally bankrupt, when they are the most 
free and productive in the world.

conservative’? 


NEW YORK (NC) — Catholic and 
Protestant seminary professors are more 
conservative on religious and moral 
questions than the general public, but 
more liberal on certain political issues, 
according to a recent survey by the Roper 
Center at the University of Connecticut. 


The survey covered 1,112 professors at 
Catholic and Protestant seminaries. 
Differences among them on various 
political issues indicated that there is no 
clearly defined ‘‘Christian’’ position on 
many matters of public concern. 


THE SURVEY found that most of the 
seminary professors responding regarded 
homosexuality, sexual relations outside 
marriage and abortion as immoral, but it 
also found that most of the professors did 


not favor laws enforcing their views on 


morality. 


Thus, while two-thirds of respondents 
said homosexual acts are immoral, only 
25 percent said homosexual acts should be 
against the law. Seventy percent of those 
responding said abortion is immoral but 
only 44 percent said it should be 
forbidden by law. 


Most of the professors surveyed said 
they agreed with the positions taken by 
their respective churches on_ political 
issues. But on one issue, Catholic 
seminary professors disagreed with the 
official stand of their church. Of all those 
polled, 75 percent, including the Catholic 
professors, favored the ordination of

UNITED NATIONS (NC) — 
President Reagan told the United Nations 
last week that the United States ‘stands 
ready ‘‘to take the next steps down the 
road of cooperation through verifiable 
arms reduction,’’ but he blamed Soviet 
adventurism and oppression for much of 
the instability in the world today. 


Reagan said, ‘‘We should not confuse 
the signing of agreements with the solving 
of problems.”’ 


ADDRESSING THE Special General 
Assembly Session on Disarmament, 
Reagan mentioned the Bible and two 
popes in his maiden speech to the inter- 
national community. 


Noting that more than 100 disputes 
have disturbed the peace among nations 
since World War II, Reagan said that the 
threat of nuclear disaster ‘‘hangs over the 
lives of all our peoples.’ 


The president said: ‘‘The Bible tells us 
there will -be a time for peace, but so far 
this century, mankind has failed to find 
it. 

HE NOTED that when the Allies 
stormed the Normandy Beaches in 1944, 
more than 10,500 Americans were 
wounded, missing or killed. He then said 
that the pain of war is still vivid in the 
American national memory, adding: ‘‘It 
sends me*to this special session of the 
United Nations eager to comply with the 
plea of Pope Paul VI when he spoke in 
this chamber nearly 17 years ago. ‘If you 
want to be brothers,’ His Holiness said, 
‘let the arms fall from your hands.’ ”’ 


“‘We Americans yearn to let them go,”’ 
the president continued. “‘But we need 
more than mere words, more than empty 
promises, before we can proceed.”’ 


At another point in his half-hour 
address, Reagan recalled his audience 
June 7 in Rome with Pope John Paul II. 
He told the assembly that ‘‘I gave him the 
pledge of the American people to do 
everything possible for peace and arms

‘POSSIBLE’ MISCONDUCT? — The Los Angeles 
district attorney’s office is continuing to investigate 
possible criminal misconduct in the case of 17,000 human 
fetuses found in storage recently, some of which were 
found in plastic jars at the home of the owner of a 
Woodland Hills pathology laboratory. In the meantime, 
right-to-life groups are involved in a court fight to 
determine whether or not they can provide a burial 
service for the aborted babies; the Feminist Women’s 
Health Center of Hollywood and the American Civil 
Liberties Union are contesting the burial. Under 
California Law, abortions must be done by a physician 
and the fetus must be under 20 weeks and not viable 
‘“except where there is danger to the life and health of the 
mother.”’

POWAY — Msgr. Michael J. Cough- 
lin remembers very well the day the late 
Bishop Buddy told him to start St. 
Michael parish here. 

‘He gave me $500 and went off to 
Rome,’’ said Msgr. Coughlin. ‘“‘It was 
quite a struggle in the early days. We said 
our first Masses in a lodge, and had to be 


_ there before six in the morning to sweep 


out the sawdust and set up the chairs.”’ 


TODAY, ST. Michael occupies 10 
acres of what was once prime ranch land 
along Pomerado Road, and the parish 
complex includes a multi-purpose school 
building, church, hall, convent for the 
Sisters of Mercy (Sligo) who staff St. 
Michael’s School, rectory and ad- 
ministrative center. 3 


The once-empty pastures south of 
Rancho Bernardo are becoming increas- 
ingly dotted by housing developments 
and commercial establishments, and 
Msgr. remembers the arguments he 
received when he first picked the present 
site. ‘‘I was told to build where the people

Israel’s invasion of Lebanon 
rips fragile Holy Land peace 


ROME (NC) — The effect of Israel’s 
massive invasion of Lebanon can best be 
measured by the ‘‘human costs’’ 
involved, according to a papal relief 
agency’s representative in Lebanon. 


Msgr. John Meaney, regional director 
in Lebanon for the Pontifical Mission for 
Palestine, said last week that he would 
‘*not be surprised if the tally shows that 
10,000 Lebanese have been killed up ’till 
now.”’ 


DESCRIBING LEBANON as a 
country ravaged for decades by outside 
forces, Msgr. Meaney called it ‘‘a nation 
quite capable of governing itself if given 
the opportunity.”’ 


‘*Even the so-called ‘civil war,’ ’’ said 
the priest, referring to the costly struggles 
of the mid-1970s billed widely as Moslem- 
Christian strife, ‘‘was not a civil war at 
all, but the use of the Lebanese by 
propagandists and by _ outside 

’ influences.”’ 


‘‘There is no conflict in Lebanon 
between Christian and Moslem leaders,”’ 
said Msgr. Meaney. ‘‘All of them want 
— and they have wanted all along — the 
same thing for Lebanon: the freedom 
from outside pressures which prevent 
people from going about their daily 
business.”’ 


THE 65-year old priest, who has 
worked in Lebanon since 1977, calls the 
Lebanese ‘‘a people who through no fault 
of their own have had their schools and 
hospitals shelled, their homes destroyed.’’ 


Msgr. Meaney was in Lebanon June 
4-5 and saw at close range the first two 
days of the shelling across the border

ROME (NC) — Nine-year old Beth- 
lehem University, a Catholic institution, 
was closed indefinitely by Israeli military 
authorities on the occupied West Bank of 
the Jordan River after students 
demonstrated against the Israeli invasion 
of Lebanon. 


Details about the closing were provided 
by Christian Brother Thomas Scanlan, 
university vice president and chief 
executive officer, who left the Holy Land 
‘for Rome last week. 


THE UNIVERSITY was closed June 
11, a week before final examinations for 
the school’s 1,165 students had been 
scheduled to begin. 


The school is staffed by the Christian 
Brothers of St. Jean Baptiste De La Salle. 
Sixty percent of its students are Moslem 
and 40 percent are Christian. 


According to the sequence of events 
recounted by Brother Scanlan: 


¢ On June 8 students held a non- 
violent demonstration to protest Israel’s 
invasion of Lebanon. 


e The following day, with students 
planning a similar protest, an Israeli 
military jeep parked in front of the 
university. During the demonstration, 
one of the students threw a rock over the 
school’s wall in the direction of the jeep. 
Israeli soldiers responded by firing bullets 
into the air and tear gassing the students. 


¢ Two days later, on June 11, 
students held another demonstration and 
there was more rock-throwing. That 


evening, school officials were told by © 


military authorities that the school was 
closed until further notice as a preventive 
measure, because the Israeli military 
wanted no further demonstrations in the 


were,’” he said, and it turns out that he 
did. 

As the founding pastor of St. Michael 
and the only pastor the parish has ever 
known, Msgr. Coughlin in a very real 
sense is the parish. And as St. Michael 
prepares for its 25th anniversary in 1984, 
he can point to a large, debt-free, modern 
parish complex complete in every detail, 
built entirely from scratch, and whose 
only headache are some parking lots that 
need attention after the winter rains, 
something of a fact of life anywhere in 
Southern California. 

IT’S NOT surprising that Msgr. 
Coughlin has a reputation of being a 
skilled administrator, mover.and builder, 
and in fact that’s what he is. But the fact 
that the very first thing he built was 


_ neither a church nor a rectory, but the 


parish parochial school, says volumes 
about the importance he places on young 
people and his commitment to Catholic 
education for them. 


‘A lot of people wanted to see the church 
built first,’? he recalled. ‘‘We used the 
classrooms for Mass. We’ve had a lot of 
growth and a lot of prayers over the 
years.” 


Although there are many retired 
parishioners, both the parochial school 
and the parish CCD program can count 
on strong support and volunteer help, 
especially from the parents of the school- 
age children, said Mercy Sister Celestine, 
principal of St. Michael School for the 
past five years. The associate pastor, 
Father John Lucev, she added, is 
especially involved with the children. 


RESPONSE TO the needs of the 
parish and-to the needs of others is a 
characteristic. of St. Michael’s 
parishioners, says Dr. Bernard S. Fipp, 
the outgoing president of the parish 
council. 

‘The parishioners are very responsive, 
not only to material needs, but with 
regard to spiritual needs as well,’’ he said. 
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tense atmosphere created by the conflicts 
in Lebanon. 


THE NUMBER of students involved 
in the rock-throwing was “‘really only a 
handful of the thousand or so who 
participated in the demonstration,’’ said 
Brother Scanlan. 


“We try to teach them to be non- 
violent,’ said the 37-year-old Brother 
Scanlan, who previously was the director 
of finance and education for the New 
York Province of the Christian Brothers. 


“We explain to them that that’is the 
Christian and the Moslem way, and that 
nobody wins anything by throwing 
rocks,’’ he said. 

“ON THE OTHER hand,”’ Brother 
Scanlan continued, ‘‘when people have 
lived under occupation for 15 years, it’s 
not difficult to understand their 
frustration.”’ 


Brother Scanlan emphasized that the 
disturbances were mild and that there 


“‘The parish helps take care of the school. 
They are very generous.”’ 


The generosity at St. Michael is 
evident in its support of the parish St. 
Vincent de Paul Society, which operates a 
thrift store of its own and makes regular 
contributions of food for an orphanage 
across the border in nearby Tecate. It has 
also adopted a sister parish, Our Lady of 
Fatima near La Paz, B.C., in Mexico, 
run by the Verona Fathers Missions, to 
which it sends food, money, clothing, 
bedding, and other items, said Ed 
Gelinas, who coordinates volunteer 
activities for the project. 


ST. MICHAEL has been blessed with 
the Sisters of Mercy, says Msgr. 
Coughlin, who serve not only the school 
but other areas of parish ministry. ‘‘I love 
the Sisters, and I love their dedication.”’ 


The presence of a hospital and a 
nursing home across and adjacent to the 
parish places a number of demands on 
both Msgr. Coughlin and Father Lucey, 
who are often called upon for emergencies 
at all hours. They are assisted on 
weekends for hospital calls by a retired 
priest who lives in Rancho Bernardo, and 
by one of the Sisters during weekdays. 


Renewal will be the theme of St. 
Michael parish as its approaches its silver 
anniversary, said Msgr. Coughlin. ‘“The 
challenge is getting more people involved 
in the things we do, like our apostolate to 
the sick, which is of primary 
importance,’’ he noted. 


THAT SAME eye toward the future 
led Msgr. to install two computers in the 
parish administration center and include 
computer science in the eighth-grade 
curriculum at the parochial school. As its 
25-year mark approaches, St: Michael’s 
would seem to be firmly established and 
ready to meet the future, largely because 
of the vision of Msgr. Coughlin and the 
parishioners who have been willing to 
make it a reality. 


were no injuries. He also said that he felt 
that the incidents were provoked by the 
military authorities, in parking a jeep at 
the site when there had been no trouble at 
a demonstration on the previous ‘day. 


In the Israeli-occupied West Bank 
public gatherings are prohibited. 


STUDENTS WHO show particular 
leadership skills are sometimes arrested, 
said Brother Scanlan. 


The president of the student body at 
Bethlehem University is ‘‘a responsible 
young man who would have been 
influential in keeping the protests non- 
violent’’ but he was not present because 
he had been jailed by military authorities 
during the previous week for ‘‘security 
reasons,’’ added Brother Scanlan. 


“For two weeks now,” said the 
university vice president, ‘‘no one has 
been able to see him; not the Red Cross, 
nor a lawyer.”’

Balanced approach 


Pope John Paul II, if he did anything during his recent 
historic visit to Britain, told the Church that he believes — 
despite many obstacles — that Roman Catholic-Anglican 
reunion is probable’ and that he is committed — fully it 
would seem — to achieving that goal. 

During most of his pontificate, it has been claimed that 
his major ecumenical goal was Catholic-Orthodox reunion. 
Perhaps it still is. The not-too-warm welcome given the 
recent ‘‘final report’’ of the Anglican-Roman Catholic 
dialogue by the Vatican seemed to bolster that claim. 


But the Holy Father’s visit to the mother church of the 
worldwide Anglican communion places Rome’s 
ecumenical agenda in a new light. Orthodoxy may still be 
number one, but Anglicanism cannot be far behind. Aside 
from the Anglican communion’s opening to women 
priests, there is much the two churches — Orthodoxy and 
Anglicanism — hold in common. 

The new dimension to Catholic ecumenism offered by 
the pope’s visit to Britain now provides the pontiff with a 
very balanced approach to Christian reunion: on the one 
hand, he is reaching out to the East, and on the other hand 
he is moving more openly toward the West, through 
Anglicanism, to all of the other major Protestant 
communions, as well. 

Perhaps with this second major ecumenical venture of 
his pontificate — the visit to the Orthodox Patriarch being 
in the not-too-distant past — Catholics throughout the 
world will begin to take their ecumenical responsibilities 
more seriously. 

Too often, Roman Catholics have declined opportunities 
— golden opportunities — to plow the ground and plant 
the seeds of Christian reunion. Too often, when it comes 
down to réal dialogue — not simply interfaith action in the 
social or political arenas — Catholics at too many levels 
have been found wanting. 

While in Britain, Pope John Paul II declared his visit to 
be ‘‘at the service of unity and love’’ and to seek a 
restoration of ‘‘the full unity of faith and charity that Christ 
willed for His Church.”’ 

The pope’s words, while positive and aimed at 
motivating reunion, also point to a recurring problem for 
Catholics. Too long, now, members of the Roman Catholic 
communion have waited for someone in authority — often 
supreme authority — to ‘‘say the word.”’ In fact, in most 
instances, they are still waiting. 

Anglican Archbishop of Canterbury Robert Runcie, 
speaking in the pope’s presence, may have said it best: so 
much Christian energy has ‘been ‘‘wasted’’ during more 
than 400 years of senselss quarrels which have “‘tragically 
disfigured Christ’s Church...”’ 

It would seem that both the pope and the archbishop — 
not to mention many other Christian leaders — are aware 
of the crucial need for a growing Christian consensus; a 
power on issues that threaten humankind. 


Archbishop Runcie observed that his meeting with the 
pope at Canterbury focused on ‘‘the riches of what we 
share and upon the existing unity of the Christian 
Church.’’ He added: ‘‘If we can face the suffering involved 
in traveling His way, if we can lift our eyes beyond the 
historic quarrels...then we shall indeed enter a faith worthy 
of celebration, because it is able to remake our world.”’ 

Perhaps if we Christians would stand back in prayer and 
let the Holy Spirit. have His way, the realization of 
Christian unity would come just that much sooner.

Pope 
Speaks 


‘Solidarity’ of workers urged 


GENEVA, Switzerland (NC) — ‘‘Solidarity’’? is a basic 
‘demand and...program’’ for the world’s workers, Pope John 
Paul II told world representatives of labor in Geneva June 15. 


Addressing the annual conference of the International Labor 
Organization (ILO), the pontiff reiterated the right of workers to 
form labor unions, sharply warned against state control of 
unions, and paid ‘‘homage to all work’’ as an expression of the 
fundamental dignity of man. 


Although the pope did not specifically mention the troubled 
situation in his native Poland, where the Communist world’s first 
independent labor union, Solidarity, has been suppressed under 
martial law, his choice of ‘‘solidarity’’ as the theme of his address 
and his attack on state control of labor unions were clearly a 
criticism of the Polish and other Eastern European governments. 


“The right to labor union freedom is known as incontestably — 


one of the more generally acknowledged basic rights, and 
convention number 87 (1948) of the International Labor 
Organization is evidence of this,’’ he said. 


‘“‘Yet it is a very threatened right. It is one that is often 
attacked, both in its principle and in one or other of its 
substantial aspects — more often — in such a way that labor 
union freedom comes out disfigured. 

Pope John Paul called human work a central theme of his 
pontificate, saying that in all its forms ‘‘work deserves a 
particular respect, because it is the work of man, because behind 


‘ all labor there is always a living subject, the human person. 


Labor takes its value and dignity from that.”’ 

He emphasized the need to humanize labor and keep man at 
the center in all considerations of problems related to the world of 
work. 


‘“‘For not only does work bear man’s mark, but it is in work - 


also that man discovers the meaning of his existence, in all work 
conceived as human activity,’’ he said.

ERA — a personal reflection 

‘Equality of rights under the law shall not be denied or 
abridged by the United States or by any state on account of sex.”’ 
This is the proposed Equal Rights Amendment which has 
become so controversial today. Why? 


For ten years, both men and women have pleaded, argued, 


cajoled state legislatures to ratify/approve this simple statement 


so that it would become part of the United States Constitution, 
the basic law of our country. There are others who, for a variety 
of reasons, have vigorously opposed ratification of the Equal 
Rights Amendment. 


In the course of the years stereotyping has clouded the issue. 
Women who opposed ERA are looked upon as God-fearing,. 
family-loving housewives and mothers. Those who favor ERA 
are labeled as ‘“‘radicals’? — women who want careers, who 
advocate abortion, who care little for God, family, motherhood. 
This is very misleading, for there are God-fearing, family-loving 
housewives and mothers on both sides. 


Other issues were injected which confused, even eclipsed, the 
basic issue. Opponents have declared that ERA threatens family 
life; ERA will force mothers to go out and work; ERA advocates 
abortion. The fact is ERA will not threaten family life. Indeed, it 
would strengthen it. It will not force mothers out of the home into 
the work-a-day world to assume responsibility for supporting 
their families. Husbands and wives or the economic situations 
decide such questions. As for advocating abortion, I would like to 
quote Bishop McAuliffe in the testimony he gave at the 
legislative hearings in Jefferson City, Missouri. He said, ‘‘One 
very difficult problem to which I would like to address myself is 
that of abortion. It is absolutely essential to separate this issue 
from the,ERA itself. ERA touches only those concerns or rights 
which both men and women share, and since men cannot bear 
children, ERA does not concern abortion.”’ 


ERA is declaring what most people would agree to already — 


that all human persons should be equal before the law! How can 
anyone oppose this?

We saw a ridiculous sight the other day. A woodpecker 
was trying to drink from a hummingbird feeder on the 
patio. Now, a woodpecker is a lovely bird, stunning in 
flight with its black wings splashed with white circles and 
its scarlet cap; it is impressive when perched on a dead 
branch doing its thing. But clinging to the underside of a 
feeder and twisting its neck to attempt to force its beak 
through the tiny holes, it is just plain ludicrous and 
ungainly.

For all too many of us, life appears. as a search for our 
special place and function in it. That is why we who are 
Christian are so wonderfully fortunate.

Prisoners of War — 


In September of 1945, a U.S. Army report listed 
51,032 Italian POWs. California had a large number of 
these men in such places as: Camp Anza, Arlington; Base 
General Depot, San Bernardino; Camp Haan, Riverside; 
Camp Horne, Gila Bend, Arizona; Imperial Dam, 
Yuma; Camp Irwin, Barstow; Camp Lockett, Campo; 
Mira Loma, San Bernardino; Camp Clipper, Needles; 
Ono, San Bernardino; Camp Seeley, El Centro; ‘Torney 
General Hospital, Palm Springs; Holding and Recon- 
signment Point Depot, Yermo in the Mojave Desert; 
Camp Young, Indio. Other camps mentioned in the 
journals were located at Florence, Arizona; Monticello, 
Arkansas; Fort Meade, New York; Fort Bragg, North 
Carolina; Tacoma, Washington; Hereford, Texas and 
Tooele, Utah. 


This account’ deals mainly with those camps in the 
Tenth Military Vicariate under the supervision of Bishop 
Buddy. His jurisdiction included the states of Nevada and 
Arizona as well as the dioceses of Los Angeles and San 
Diego. Msgr. Trivisonno was made an official chaplain to 
the POWs on January 25, 1944. He covered thousands of 
miles before making his reports, and the men trusted and 
respected him because he got things done for them that no 
one else could do or would. At this particular time, 
according to Bishop Buddy, there were only five priests in 
the entire diocese who could speak Italian. 
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MSGR. TRIVISONNO wrote his first report to 
Bishop John F. O’Hare, CSC, in New York and followed 
with one to Bishop Buddy on Feb. 1, 1944. After visiting 
Camp Haan, 11 miles outside Riverside, he noted ‘‘that 
the Italians were firmly grounded in the faith and that he 
had never heard better Italian confessions in his life.’ He 
also had great praise for the Lutheran chaplain, Major 
Ellison, who took a great interest in the men. He also 
noted that the meals were good (often not the case) and 
the men did their own cooking. The worst and most 
frequent complaint. was the lack of mail. Most had not 
received a letter from home for eight months. 


Camp Irwin, situated 37 miles from Barstow, in the 
heart of the desert, was a most forlorn and deserted spot. 
This camp had three Protestant chaplains, one of whom 
was the very cordial and helpful Methodist Captain 
Marple. The men in this camp never talked about war or 
Mussolini. The 150 men were all regular soldiers with no 
fascists among them. 


In Feburary of 1944, 500 POWs came from Florence, 
Arizona, to work in the groves and vineyards of San 
Bernardino County to harvest a bumper crop of oranges. 
They were paid the prevailing wage of the government by 
the farmers, and were to supplement, but not replace, the

THE JOURNALS stated some instances of mistreat- 
ment at the hands of American officers. In one camp, the 
men were forced to wear their jackets in the hot sun and 
they were refused games that the Red Cross and Catholic 
Agencies had brought for the mens’ use. The barracks 
had no chairs. Morale was low, rations were short and 
there was severe heat and wind. However, as soon as the 
cruel treatment was reported to Msgr. Trivisonno, the 
men responsible were transferred. 


The reports from Base General Depot in San 
Bernardino were not so good. The POWs had arrived in 
late 1943, and they had to settle in tents with no wooden 
floors. The only source of light was a candle issued every 
three days. There were no baths or hot water. The mess 
halls were open on three sides allowing the wind and 
sands to blow in from Cajon Pass. Prisoners remarked 
that American sand was harder and thicker than that of 
Africa, and that it permeated every nook and cranny. 
Msgr. Trivisonno had prepared an altar for Mass one 
night, but by morning everything was gray in color 
instead of white. Mass was celebrated with the aid of a 
flashlight. Complaints finally brought the men the use of 
lightbulbs. 
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which preceded the Israeli invasion. He 
left for Rome the next day. 


The critical need in Lebanon now, 
Msgr. Meaney said, is for food for the 
200,000-plus families made homeless by 
the fighting. 


‘“WHEN THE shelling came, many of 
the men fled into the bush,’’ said the 
Irish-born priest. ‘‘I can’t really blame 
them, since they were the ones most likely 
to be captured and questioned. But it has 
left the women to forage for food and their 
children among the ruins.”’ 


In west Beirut alone, he said, 2,000 
children under the age of four are in 
desperate daily need of food and of 
diapers; another desperate need is for 
blankets and mattresses. 


Msgr. Meaney called the current U.S. 
proposal for $20-25 million in aid for 
Lebanese reconstruction a ‘‘band-aid’’ 
and compared it to the $2.4 billion annual 
package of U:S. military assistance for 
Israel. 


HE QUOTED a Lebanese citizen as 
calling U.S. help “‘just enough for us to 
buy the coffins.” 


Urging a major increase in American 
aid for reconstruction, the priest said that 
the U.S. should consider such assistance 
“conscience money’’ because’ of 
American support for Israel. 


Armed guerrillas, he said, constitute 
only a small fraction of Palestinians and 
the guerrillas have never been welcomed 
by the Lebanese. 


FOR THE situation in Lebanon to 
improve, he said, all foreign elements 
must withdraw, especially Israeli and 
Syrian forces, and the Palestine 
Liberation Organization must be 
dissolved. 
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But the dissolution of the PLO will 
never come, he added, until a Palestinian 
homeland is established. And a 
homeland, in turn, is _ inconceivable 
without a gurantee by Palestinians of the

PASADENA (NC) — Angelica Oliva, 
a needy Pasadena mother, has charged 
that she was denied post-partum medical 
care by Pasadena Planned Parenthood, 
which receives tax funds from the city of 
Pasadena to provide such care to patients 
covered by a state health care program. 


In a suit filed against the city of 
Pasadena, Ms. Oliva said she was denied 
this care because she refused to agree in 
‘writing to use one of the birth control 
methods presented by Planned 
Parenthood. 


FILED BY attorney George Crook, 
the suit alleged professional negligence 
resulting in serious injury to Ms. Oliva. It 
also charged violation of her constitu- 
tional rights to privacy, equal protection 
of the law, due process of law and 
religious freedom. 


Los Angeles County, which referred 
Ms. Oliva to Planned Parenthood, is also 
named as a defendant. 


On June 14, 25 Pasadena taxpayers 
filed another suit against the city in which 
they charged that Pasadena Planned 
Parenthood is violating the constitutional 
rights of needy maternity patients. The 
suit alleged that the city, by delegating 
Planned Parenthood to provide care to 
such patients, has violated its contractual 
obligations to county and state to provide 
non-discriminatory medical care. 

THE TAXPAYERS’ suit seeks to 


enjoin the city from referring Pasadena 
residents to Planned Parenthood for post- 
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partum care. It seeks also to enjoin the 
city from paying public funds to Planned 
Parenthood and from requiring patients 
to attend birth control classes or to 
commit themselves to a birth control 
method as a condition of any public 
benefit, including a post-partum medical 
examination. 


A substantial proportion of Pasadena 
residents receiving health care through 
the Pasadena health department are 
members of religious and_ ethnic 
minorities: Catholic, Hispanic and black, 
the suit said. 


‘PASADENA Planned Parenthood,”’ 
the suit stated, ‘‘advocates limiting the 
number of minority poor in order to save 
taxpayers money and because, in its own 
words, set forth in its promotional 
literature, it sees the poor as ‘a growing 
number of uneducated people who can 
become neither worthwhile employees 
nor customers.’ ”’ 


Father John Moretta, assistant pastor 
at St.Andrew’s Parish in Pasadena, to 
which Ms. Oliva belongs, said he 
questions the appropriateness of a city 
subsidy to Planned Parenthood because of 
its philosophy of family planning. 

Father Moretta contended that, 
although Planned Parenthood professes to 
be ‘‘pro-choice’’ in its philosophy, it, in 
fact, denies choice by conditioning receipt 
of a basic health service on acceptance of

state-run Israeli universities. 


Currently, however, Arabs from Israel 
can not attend Bethlehem University, 
since they are not allowed to cross the 
border into the Israeli-occupied West 
Bank. 


The school also conducts a village 
health worker program, in an attempt to 
assist the- rural area of the West Bank, 
where medical services are lacking. 


ACCORDING TO Brother Scanlan, 
the closing of the university ‘“‘brings into 
play the whole issue of collective 
punishment,’’ a technique by which the 
majority are castigated for the actions of a 
few to discourage continued acts 
considered hostile to Israel. 


In Brother Scanlan’s view, it is unfair 
to punish more than 1,000 students, on 
the verge of completing an academic year, 
for the actions of ‘‘not more than one 
percent of the student body.”’ 


The closing was described by Brother 
Scanlan as one phase of the encroachment 
by Israeli military authorities on private 
West Bank universities. According to a 
law of the occupied territories (Defense 
Order 854 of 1980), the military authority 
has control over the appointment of 
faculty members, student admission 
procedures, the organization of curricular 
and research programs and the selection 
of course material. 


THE REAL reason for the June 11 
closing Brother Scanlan said, goes beyond 
the particular events of the previous days, 
and reflects the fear of the Israeli military 
authorities that the university is a training 
ground for future Arab leaders.

Novak said U.S. bishops and Church 
leaders throughout the world should be 
defending capitalism rather than 
criticizing its tenets as immoral and 
promoting socialistic ideas, as some do.

(aside from democratic capitalism) that 
produces bread in equal abundance and 
liberty in equal abundance,”’ he said. 


NOVAK MADE a distinction between 
democratic capitalism, such as that found 
in the United States, and laissez-faire 
capitalism, in which the government 
makes no laws or decisions affecting the 
marketplace. 

‘‘We don’t mind using the state when it 
works,’’ he said. ‘‘We can borrow 
socialistic ideas, no sweat. The trouble is 
if you borrow too much.

NOTRE DAME, Ind. (NC) — 
Charismatic Catholics from 10 nations 
who met for the National Conference on 
the Charismatic Renewal in the Catholic 
Church discussed ways the earth can be 
renewed through them and the works of 
the Holy Spirit. 

“‘T really believe God is renewing the 
renewal,’’ said Jack Brombach to the 
gathering of some 13,000 persons at the 
University of Notre Dame. 


A FORMER member of the National 


Service Committee of the Catholic 
Charismatic Renewal, Brombach said 
that ‘‘God wants to let us know He’s 
alive. God wants to renew the face of the 
earth.’’ 


According to a 1980 Gallup Poll cited 
by the National Service Committee, some 
six to seven million persons in the United 
States consider themselves charismatic or 
Pentecostal Catholics. 


Bishop William McManus of Fort 
Wayne-South Bend, Ind., who read 
greetings from Pope John Paul II, told 
conference participants that prayer is 
what charismatics do best. 


NO MATTER what stresses. or 
problems develop, charismatics keep on 
praying, the bishop said. But he noted the 
importance of work as well. ‘‘Renewing 
the face of the earth is not an easy thing,”’ 


he added. ‘‘Prayer without works is 
dead.”’

On the occasion of your 40th year of ordination

Father John Bertolucci, assistant 
professor of theology at the University of 
Steubenville, Ohio, traced the history of 
the charismatic movement and said the 
events in the upper room during the first 
Pentecost were the first charismatic 
prayer meeting. Charismatic experiences 
were recorded in the Acts of the Apostles 
and some renewal activities — including 
the movement started by St. Francis of 
Assisi — were charismatic, he said. 


“T believe that at this conference, 
Jesus, in the power of the Spirit, tells us 
individually and as a renewal movement 
to move out to renew the face of the 
earth,’’ said Kevin Ranaghan, executive 
director of the National Service 
Committee. 

HE DESCRIBED the Second Vatican 
Council as the beginning of a ‘‘new 
Pentecost’? movement and credited the 
recent popes with fostering the new 
Pentecost. 

Charismatics do not walk a road to 
renewal alone, he said. ‘‘As part of the 
Catholic Church of 750 million members, 
in which there are 10 million or more 
charismatics, we are experiencing 
renewal as a whole, undergoing a whole 
new flood of the Spirit for which Vatican 
II is the sluicegate,’’ he said. 

“‘We Pentecostals need to be conscious 
of our participation in the new Pentecost 
of the whole Church — and then to 
understand that we are on the road in the 
world together,’’ Ranaghan added. 

A MASS ending the conference was 
concelebrated by Auxiliary Bishops 
Joseph McKinney of Grand Rapids, 
Mich., and Francisco Garmendia of New 
York, and about 130 priests. Conference 
participants came from the United States, 
Canada, England, France, Spain, South 
Africa, India, the Philippines, Australia 
and New Zealand.

‘‘All of my paintings are religious in 
one way, or another,’’ says Father 
McLaughlin. “‘Everything I do speaks of 
the old world ending and a new world 
coming.” : 

Strictly religious art, such as_ the 
liturgical banners, is something new for 
Father, although he did paintings based 
on Scripture back in Canada. His first 
banners were chalk on paper, and were 
based upon his reflections on the Sunday 
readings: as he prepared his weekly 
homilies. 


FATHER LIKES to think in series of 
30 or so when he ‘chooses a subject to 
paint, and he has already completed five 
out of an “‘indefinite’’ number of ‘the 
current series of liturgical banners. 


“Thirty is something I shoot for. 
Sometimes it’s more, sometimes it’s less, 
but it gives me an opportunity to fully 
develop a personal set of symbols,’’ he 
said. So far Father has completed four- 
foot-square paintings for Christmas, 
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Lent, Easter through the Ascension, 
Pentecost and, appropriately, the Queen 
of Angels. 


But. even ‘‘completed’’ is a relative 
term for Father McLaughlin, who plans 
to rework the Pentecost theme. Religious 
themes are very difficult to do, he says, 
because traditional religious art doesn’t 
““speak to people any more.”’ 


‘*THE PROBLEM is how to make an 
image with a powerful religious impact 
that will touch a lot of people,’’ he noted, 
adding that there is a tension between 
“literal Bible images and very sophis- 
ticated abstractions,’’ with the answer 
somewhere in between. 


There is a strong revival of realism in 
painting today, a move which Father 
McLaughlin has evidently anticipated in 
his own way for many years. And that 
even carries over into his liturgical art, 
which blends symbol and reality into a 
vivid statement about the ‘‘reality’’ of 
what is being celebrated in the liturgy.

_ reductions. The American people believe 


forging real and lasting peace to be their 
sacred trust. Let us never forget that such 
a peace would be a terrible hoax if the 
world were no. longer blessed with 
freedom and respect for human rights.’’ 


Reagan singled out the Soviet Union for 
what he termed Moscow’s tyranny and 
domination of Eastern Europe. 


tyranny has included Soviet violation of 
the Yalta agreements leading to 
domination of Eastern Europe, 
symbolized by the Berlin Wall — a grim, 
gray monument to repression that I 
visited just a week ago,’’ Reagan said. 
“It includes the takeovers of 
Czechoslovakia, Hungary and 
Afghanistan; and the ruthless repression 
of the proud people of Poland. Soviet- 
sponsored guerrillas and terrorists are at 
work in Central and South America, in 
Africa, in the Middle East, in the 
Caribbean and in Europe, violating 
human rights and unnerving the world 


with violence. Communist atrocities in 


Southeast Asia, Afghanistan and 
elsewhere continue to shock the free world 
as refugees escape to tell of their horror.’’ 


In this connection Reagan accused the 
Soviet Union and its allies of violating 
international protocols against the use of 
chemical weapons. ‘“There is conclusive 
evidence that the Soviet government has 
provided toxins for use in Laos and 
Kampuchea and are themselves using 
chemical weapons against freedom 
fighters in Afghanistan,’’ he said. 

REAGAN SAID that over the past 
seven months the United States has put 
forward a broad-based, comprehensive

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Reagan tells U.N. freeze 
needs ‘verifiable compliance’ 


series of proposals to reduce the risk of 
war. The four major points of what he 
called an agenda for peace were: 

e Elimination of land-based 
intermediate range missiles. 

e A one-third reduction in strategic 
ballistic missile warheads; 

e A substantial reduction in NATO 
and Warsaw Pact ground and air forces; 
and 

¢ New safeguards to reduce the risk 
of accidental war. 

Specifically, Reagan announced that 
the United States is proposing an inter- 
national conference on military 
expenditures to develop a common 
system for accounting and reporting on 
defense costs. He urged the Soviet Union 
to join this effort in good faith. 


Reagan told the assembly that ‘‘Soviet _ 
oppression’’ is not limited to the countries 


they invade, adding, ‘‘At the very time 
the Soviet Union is trying to manipulate 
the peace movement in the West, it is 
stifling a budding peace movement at 
home. In Moscow, banners are scuttled, 
buttons are snatched and demonstrators 
are arrested when even a few people dare 
to speak out about their fears.”’ 


REAGAN PUT a particular emphasis 
on the need of verifiable compliance by 
both sides with existing and future 
disarmament agreements, traditionally a 
point of Soviet resistance in arms 
negotiations. 


‘The building of mutual confidence in 
compliance can only be achieved through 
greater openness,’’ said Reagan. “I 
encourage the Special Session on 
Disarmament to endorse the importance 
of these principles in arms control 
agreements.”’ 

He also said that he had instructed the 


American delegation on the U.N. 
disarmament committee to renew 


» emphasis on verification and compliance. 


‘‘We are also pressing the need for 
effective verification provisions in 
agreements banning chemical weapons,” 
he said.

Dedication slated for Saturday 


JULIAN — When Bishop Maher

for picnics, overnight and weekend 
camping. 

Dr. Gennaro M. Tisi is chairman of 
the. board, and vice-president is Don 
Kojis. Priests now serving on the board 
include Father Daniel Dillabough and 
Msgr. Peter Mimnagh; Fathers Ned 
Brockhaus and Steve Dunn have 
previously served on the Whispering 
Winds board.

They come from the four corners of the 
world (except that the world is round and 
has no corners) and they represent the total 
mission effort of the Church. They are called 
the Pontifical Missionary Societies, 
otherwise known as the Society for the 
Propagation of the Faith. Their directors 
assembled in Rome last month to look at the 
world’s needs for the coming year and to see 
how they had fared in the year just ended. 

They met also in celebration of the 160th 
birthday of the Society, the anniversary of 
that charter meeting held at Lyons, France, 
May 3, 1882. That meeting inaugurated one 
of the world’s greatest international efforts 
to promote understanding, education, 
wisdom, faith and love. The order of 
precedence for these virtues has been a 
matter of individual choice, but the charter 
has always spoken in universal terms, in 
catholic (small c and capital C) terms. Under 
the patronage of that great missionary 
saint, Francis Xavier, the society has kept 
its bond with the world for more than a 
century and a half. 


So when the directors met in Rome ‘’to 


pray, reflect and discuss’’ they dealt with. 


the distribution of the subsidies ‘which the 
generosity of the faithful have placed at the 
disposal of the Universal fund’’.

The reports were encouraging. Donations 
were up in 1981 over the previous year, 
particularly gifts from the United States. 


Where does the money go, and what for? 
It’s interesting that among the 
extraordinary subsidies — those beyond the 
normal subsidies for maintaining mission 
stations — the greatest amount goes for 
catechists, $13.5 million, or nearly 35 
percent. Subsidies for communications (what 
Rome calls social communications and what 
we call mass media) were also substantial, 
followed by help with transportation (yet 
another means of communication). There 
has been a notable reduction in subsidies to 
hospitals, dispensaries and disaster 
assistance programs because many other 
organizations are concerned in giving this 
kind of assistance. 


Before the directors at their meeting 
were requests for help from all continents: 
1,000 from Africa, 950 from Asia, 211 
from America, 58 from Oceania and 42 from 
Europe. And the universal society’ for 
spreading the faith once again faced the 
task of distributing insufficient funds — 
because there’s never quite enough to go 
round, even to the four corners of their 
circular world.

EI presidente argentino Gen. Leopoldo 
Galtieri, en un mensaje entregado al papa 
al dia siguiente de su regreso al Vaticano, 
declaraba que’ acogia con gratitud “‘las 
esperanzas del jefe de la iglesia, y de 
acuerdo con él, expresa su mas franca 
voluntad de buscar y considerar cualquier 
iniciativa que traiga una _ solucién 


satisfactoria y definitiva al conflicto 
provocado.”’ 


CUANDO SE despedia en el 
aeropuerto de Ezeiza el 12 de junio, el 
Papa Juan Pablo aconsejé que ‘““no dudéis 
en buscar soluciones que protejan el 
honor de ambas partes y restauren la 

_paz.’’ El dia anterior durante la misa en 
la Basilica de Lujan dijo que ‘‘soy un 
peregrino de tiempos dificiles’” que viene 
a mitigar los sufrimientos de la guerra. 
Poco antes habia condenado ‘‘el absurdo 
y siempre injusto fendmeno de la guerra”’ 
que podria evitarse con negociaciones. 
También pidiéd a la comunidad 
internacional buscar ‘‘adecuadas medidas 
para evitar mds dafios, sanar las heridas 
de la guerra y facilitar el restablecimiento 
de un clima hacia una paz justa y 
duradera.’’ En el curso del conflicto de 10 
semanas el papa hizo siete exhortaciones a 
la paz. 

Al llegar a Buenos Aires, Juan Pablo II 
evocé los bombardeos atémicos de 
Nagasaki e Hiroshima al fin de la segunda 
guerra mundial, y agrego: ‘‘Cada vez que 
arriesgamos vidas humanas, ponemos en 
marcha mecanismos que llegan a 
catastrofes semejantes, y nos lanzamos 
por caminos peligrosos, regresivos e 
inhumanos.”’ 


En la Basilica de Lujan, el santuario 
nacional de los argentinos, Juan Pablo 
habl6é del deber cristiano de consolar los 
que sufren, imagen de Cristo en la cruz, y 
ayudar a los desvalidos. Hacedlo, dijo, 
como ‘‘hijos e hijas de esta madre de Dios 
que en su amor os fue dada como 
madre,’’ lo cual impone mayor 
responsabilidad en tiempos dificiles. En 


la misa al aire libre en Buenos Aires el. 


papa bendijo entre otros a tres soldados 
— uno por cada rama de las fuerzas 
armadas — como sefal de ‘su 
preocupaci6n por quienes llevaban el peso 
de la guerra. 


En respuesta el pueblo clamaba: 
“‘Queremos la paz.”’ 


Aunque varias organizaciones de 
trabajadores y grupos pro-derechos 
humanos solicitaron la oportunidad de 
entrevistarse con el papa para informarle 
sobre la situacidn del pais, fue imposible 
por lo corto e improvisado de la visita. El 
nuncio, Mons. Ubaldo Calabresi, dijo 
que en futuro viaje con mas preparacién 
el papa podria comunicarse mejor con el 
pueblo. 


P: ¢Puede usted delinear para 
nosotros algunas de las razones de la 
actual inmigracién? 

R: Es una combinacién de razones 
economicas y politicas. Los que vienen de 
El] Salvador, Guatemala, Haiti y Cuba, 
vienen mds por razones politicas, aunque 
la economia es parte del motivo. La 
dificultad con que se encuentra esta gente 
es que nuestro gobierno no los reconoce 
como refugiados politicos, con la 
excepcién de los que vienen de Cuba. La 
diferencia principal parece ser que los 
refugiados de Centroamérica y Haiti 
vienen de gobiernos donde existe una 
opresion derechista. Los que vienen de 
Cuba, vienen de una _ opresién 
izquierdista. Nuestro gobierno es 
negativo hacia la opresién izquierdista, 
pero apoya la opresidn derechista. 


Los que vienen de México, vienen 
mayormente por motivos econdémicos. 
Hace poco el desempleo en México 
Ilegaba al 50%. Eso quiere decir que 
mucha gente no tiene esperanzas de 
sobrevivir, mucho menos de mejorarse. 
Asi que vienen aqui con la espenza de 
poder mejorar su situacién. La mayoria 
vienen, yo pienso, con la intencién de 
regresar a casa después de alguna 
experiencia aqui. Un buen ntimero de 
ellos nunca regresan. 


P: La propuesta de ley Simpson- 
Mazzoli que actualmente est4 ante el 
Congreso permitiria legalizar su estado 
a los indocumentados que actualmente 
se encuentran en los Estados Unidos. 
¢Apoya usted esta propuesta? : 

R: No. La unica caracteristica positiva 


es que la legalizacidn se haria posible para 
la gente que estaba aqui antes del primero 


de enero de 1981 (enmendado al primero 
de enero de 1982) sin interrupcién. Esto 
resolveria la situacién de varios millones 
de gente — cerca de seis millones. Pero 
no serviria para aquellos que han llegado 
después de entonces. Y realmente no trata 
muy realisticamente con los miles que 
continuamente estardn llegando. Las 
medidas para tratar con los nuevos 
indocumentados son muy desagradables. 
Una es la tarjeta de trabajadores 
nacionales — una tarjeta de identificacién 
— ala cual tanto los sindicatos como los 
grupos minoritarios se oponen. Se 
requeriria a cada persona empleada en 
este pais que tuviera una tarjeta para 
poder legalmente recibir empleo. No 
conozco mucha gente que esté a favor de 
esto. 


Segundo, las sanciones al empleado 
harian muy facil que los patrones 
discriminaran en contra de las minorias 
con el pretexto de que estan nerviosos de 
emplear a un indocumentado. Otro factor 
de la propuesta de ley daria autoridad a 
los oficiales locales que no son del Servicio 
de Inmigracién a arrestar y detener a 
personas que sospechan de ser 
indocumentadas. Las leyes de 
inmigraci6n son tan complejas que el 
oficial de policia comin y corriente no 
esta lo suficientemente informado para 
hacer las distinciones necesarias cuando 
trata con el indocumentado. Hay 
suficiente raz6n para que la gente tema lo 
que pudiera suceder si cada policia 
tuviera la autoridad de hacer cumplir 
estas leyes. Tengo entendido que esto se 
experimenté en el condado de Orange, 
pero el programa result6 tan desagradable 
que dur6 solo diez dias.
